Many of 
these are perpetuated now — the 
composite photos in the halls, the 
school colors, the spirit of good 
sportsmanship, the high academic 
standings, this year book, and the 
motto. The school has grown to an 
enrollment of nearly 1,200. Today we 
salute those students of the past who 
gave us the motto to be a standard 
by which to live.

SANDRA BEAVIS. 


Mr. Chairman; Members of the Senior Class; 
Honored Guests; Members of the Staff; Ladies and Gentlemen: 


We are assembled this evening to bid farewell—to each other and 
to the guiding forces who have brought us safety through this difficult 
and complex process—'’growing up.” 

None of us need be reminded that we live in a world of transition, an 
age of scientific advancement—‘’The Space Age.’
